In accordance with the duty of disclosure, Applicants submit herewith a copy of the 
international search report of record in the subject application, PTO Form 1449, which lists the 
references cited in the ISR, and the required copies of the cited references (which were provided with 
the search report by the International Examination Authority), as required under PTO Rules. 
Relevance of the cited references is indicated in the (attached) international search report; however, 
there is an apparent error in the identity of one of the references as cited, which needs to be brought 
to the examinees attention. 

Applicants believe that an error was made in naming the reference having "XP" number 
XP008020324. In the search report the reference identified with this XP number is an article by Y. 
Sagawa appearing in the periodical Japanese Journal of Chest Diseases. No reference 
corresponding to this periodical article was provided with the search report; however, the searching 
authority did provide a copy of Fujimoto, et al., which has the same "XP" number found in the search 
report (discussed above). Moreover, the search report refers to a specific passage in the reference, 
i.e., "SI 65, column 2, paragraph 5," which is readily found in Fujimoto et al., but which would not 
be found, apparently, in Sagawa, because it does not have a page 165 (it runs from pages 774-782 
of the particular periodical issue). Accordingly, Fujimoto et al. appears to be the reference cited in 
the international search report and it is listed in the (attached) Form PTO 1449, accordingly.
